WORKERS 


NEW RATES OF PAY 


‘Substantial wage increases,- dating from. 
the pay day —— September 12, are to. 
be paid to petrol workers employed by Irish 
Sheil, Shamrock Petrol Co., Messrs. Munster 
Sims, Messrs. McMullan Brothers and the 
Texaco Co. These wage increases, which were 
negotiated at a conference between the firms 
and the Irish Transvort and General Workers’ 
Union, were ratified by the workers at a 
meeting in Liberty Hail, Dublin, yesterday. 
They apply to the Dublin area. 

Motor drivers are to have rates ranging 
from 75s. to 80s. per week in future. Pump- 
fitters and mechanics are to be paid 82s, 6d. 
per week. Checkers are to receive 80s. per 
week. Yardmen and night watchmen are 
to be paid 68s. 6d. per week. If the former 
are performing work outside of labouring 
work they. are to receive an extra 5s. per 
week, -The starting weekly wages of boys 
have been fixed at 20s., with yearly incre-. 
ments of 4s. 

Men unable because of their duties to reach 
their home dépóis are to be paid an allow- 
ance of @s. per night. A dinner allowance 
is to be paid, i | 

The working week is to Be reduced from 
47 to 4% hours, Overtime up to. midnight is 
to be paid for at the rate of time and a half. 
After midnight double time is to be paid for 
overtime work. 

The workers are to have two weeks’ annual 
holidays with pay. Sympathetic considera- 
tion 1s to be given to the question of sick 
pay. :

Crooksling sandpit, said that they were load- 
ing sand when the bank near them suddenly 
fell.

were caught by the sand, and Nolan was 
completely buried. The witness and Thomas 
Kinsella were able to extricate Healy, whose 
head was not covered. Nolan was beneath 
five feet of sand, and when reached appeared 
to be dead. It took fifteen or twenty minutes 
to dig Nolan out. A priest and doctor were 
immediately summoned. 

Clarke said that the pit sloped back. He 
had seen small falls of sand on previous occa- 
sions, but the bank had always given warn- 
ing. An inspector had, said it was not 
dangerous, When Sergeant Diffley was ee 
at the place a few months ago ten tons < 
sand had fallen. 

In reply to Mr. D. Moran, solicitor for 
the next-of-kin, Clarke said that he did not 
consider the pit dangerous. 

To Mr. ‘Murnane «(instructed by Messrs. 
Good and Murray), for Stephen Treacy, the 
witness ®aid that every precaution was taken.. 
i could not foresee that the bank would 
fall. 

Mr. M. Lavin, Inspector of Mines and 
Quarries to the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, asked the witness—You did not 
hear me say’ the pit was not dangerous?

BETTER LIGHT IN THE HOME

The quality of lighting in the home is a 
matter to which attention has been drawn 
in our advertisement columns during the past 
couple of weeks. The Electricity Supply 
Board is sponsoring this campaign in con- 
junction with opticians, electrical lamp manu- 


facturers and electrical contractors, in order 


to stress the need for better lighting in the 
home. Taking as a basis what is technically 
known as the foot-candle measurement of 
lighting, they are pointing out the remarkable 
contrast of the light from the sun and that 


| of the average room at night. 


On a clear day in summer the sun sheds 
the equivalent of the light of ten thousand 
candles a foot away from the illuminated 
object, but at night in the home artificial 
light is often less than the equivalent of a 
five-foot candle measurement. Hence eye- 
strain, more or less severe. 
Recently there has been invented a light 
vision demonstrator to tell each individual 
just how much light he needs for reading, 
writing, sewing, and so on. Three thousand 
rsons recently tested their sight by it, and 
rom the records that were made averages 
have been set up which show the genera! re- 
quirements. Instead of only the five-foot 
candle measurement it is seen from these 
tests that the measurement, for example, for 
casual reading should be at least eight, for 
children’s home-work and sustained reading 
twelve, and for fine sewing eighteen.

Come to think of it, what definite pro- 
gress could be made if, as part of. the 
winter’s reading, one took, say, even half- 
an-hour’s. study of a language a couple of 
nights a week in the season.

If the price should hit your pocket a little, 
well try to grin and bear it, mindful of the 
toil and risks which your fellow-men have 
undergone to provide you with creature com- 
torts. Take a tip—buy up your coal stocks 
now, when the prices are usually a couple of 
points lower than in mid-winter season. 

But as well as coal there is the product of 
it—coke—which is coming back into favour 
again, especially as suitable stoves are to 
be had for the consumption of that com- 
modity. Then there is anthracite coal, which 
is mined in this country. For those with a 
central heating system installed the anthra- 
cite stove is a wonderful boon. It remains 
alight all through the season, and requires 
the minimum of attention. : 

In latter days turf has come into 
prominence. Of course, it has always been 
the source of fuel in the rural parts, where 
the bogs are at the people’s very doors, but 
in their drive to popularise turf as a house- | 
hold commodity people in the cities have be- 
come acquainted with its splendid merits. 
It goes remarkably well with a mixture of 
coal, especially in the new briquette form 
which is now on the market. There is some- 
thing savouring of the very soil itself in 
the smell of a turf fire, especially if one has 
a wide, open hearth on which to build up a 
good turf fire; there is, perhaps, no fire 
which can help to the weaving of those 
dream-pictures which at some time or other 
conjure up in the firelight’s glow. Apart 
from any other consideration is the fact that

Cost of Motoring 


NE of the most interesting tables in 
the 1936 edition of “ The Motor 
Industry of Great Britain” is an tnter- 
national comparison of motor vehicle taxa- 
tion as at June of this year. 

Four representative private cars are 
taken, one each of 8 h.p.. 14 h.p., 27 h.p.. 
and 30 h.p.. and taxation is considered 
under seven headings—direct annual tax, 
fuel tax, driving licence, local taxes, com- 
pulsory insurance, sale tax and other 
annual taxes. Some of these taxes do not. 
of course, operate in Great Britain. 

Owing to the heavy imsurance rate 
Sweden comes out worst in the small car 
group, with a total of £30.3 in taxation. 
Great Britain is sixth at £16.6. The Free 
State is not included, but, if it were, I 
calculate that it would be third highest, 
while, if tariffs were considered, at the

The 
ill-advised attempt to fasten a ‘‘ Com- 
munist ’’ label on him seems to have re- 
coiled upon itself. His policy, aiming as 
it does at a planned industry and a large 
measure of national control, lends itsélf 
to the suspicion of Socialism, but the re- 
semblance has been stressed so much by 
his opponents that the average American 
now is more inclined to smile than to be 
properly impressed. Mr. Hearst, for 
example, has announced in all his twenty 
newspapers that Soviet Russia, “ through 
its Comintern in Moscow and its puppet | 
organisations in the United States, , is 
taking an active part in the Presidential 
campaign in America—on the side of the 
“New Deal.’ ' It is likely, also, that the 
story of Russia’s alleged attempt to upset 
the financial markets by selling a million 
pounds’ worth of sterling was designed for 
American consumption, and was intended, 
in some vague manner, to identify Mr. 
Roosevelt again with Moscow. The Com- 
munist danger probably exists in America 
quite as strongly as it does in other 
countries, but the implication that a 
Democratic Government stands for Red 
revolution is too naire to be taken 
seriously. 

Such attacks, so far from injuring Mr. 
Roosevelt, have given hint back the poise 
and self-confidence which at one time he 
seemed to be in danger of losing. 
is in a position to make a counter-attack, 
and to use some of the wilder allegations 
as ammunition. In New York a few days 
ago he was able to remind his audience 
suavely that accusations of Communism 
were only to be expected, since every 
American President has been exposed to 
foolish charges—from George Washington, 
who was accused of a wish to become King, 
to President Wilson, who was suspected of 
“ Messianic delusions.”’ There was no 
difference between the two parties, he said, 
as to what they thought about Com- 
munism; the only difference was in what 
they were prepared to do about Com- 
munism, The Democrats ‘ waged war 
against those conditions which make 
revolution '”; what did the Republicans 
do? Here, needless to say, he went on to 
re-tell the long story of crisis and depres 
sion which was brought to an end only 
when his own party came into power ‘in 
1933, and proved to the satisfaction of 
everybody that the Republicans were 
prepared to do nothing at all. The rather 
crude methods of his opponents, indeed, 
have proved a valuable ally to Mr. Roose- 
velt—he is no longer on the defensive, and 
he can devote his eforts towatds explod.

Shops 


We have had reason more than once to 
congratulate the Statistics Branch of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce. 
As a census-taker, whether in the field of 
population, or in that of production of 
goods, it has few equals, and no superiors, 
among its counterparts in other countries. 
Yet again the Statistics Branch calls for 
praise—this time, for a work of 
pioneering. It publishes this morning the 
world’s first Census of Distribution—a 
record of the Free State’s internal trade. 
The census was taken in 1934, and deals 
with the year 1933. As our readers will 
discover from the summary which we print 
on another page, in that year the Free 
State contained no fewer than 46,000 
shops. Of that total the census is con-. 
cerned with 38,000, from which returns 
were obtained, and studies them under 
many heads. We do not prapose, for the 
moment, to deal with the lessons of the 
census—except that which appears to be 
the most obvious and the most disturbing. 
Surely a State which has 46,000 shops to 
a population of 35,000,000—one shop for 
every 65 people, or for every 20 families— 
is heavily “ over-shopped.’’ . Inasmuch as 
other countries lack any similar Census of 
Distribution, it is impossible to compare 
the Free State figures with: those for, say, 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain; but 
it is morally certain that the Saorstét’s 
proportion of shops is abnormally large. 
This multiplicity of retailers hardly can 
fail to keep prices high, and a future 
Government may be compelled by one 
means or another to reduce the number. 
The evident solution—licensing—ought to 
be adopted only in the last resort. Pos- 
sibly, something can be done when regional 
planning becomes a feature of Free State 
domestic policy. Under the Planning Act, 
it. ought. to be easy to control the amount 
of space allotted to shop-building; and 
certainly all lettings under new housing |. 
schemes ought to forbid the. conversion 
of dwelling- houses into shops. To 
‘‘rationalise,”” in some measure, the Free 
State’s shops will be a hardship to many 
people, but, if it raises. the yarn s 
general level of prosperity, and hel 
reduce retail prices, it will be one o Aes 
soundest of all reforms.

Elgey, when he had recovered from his 
ordeal. ' 

“I can recall quite well seeing the 
ambulance and fire engine waiting in 
readiness. 1 did not think it was pos- 
sible for me to land a ten-seater air 
liner without its under-carriage and port- 
side wheel without mishap. 


HIT SOMETHING IN THE

‘“‘It was a terrible ordeal. I cannot un- 
derstand how the mishap happened, but 
I am convinced that I hit something in 
the air.” - 

The passengers were also greatly 
affected by their experience, but were 
high in their praise of the wonderful 
landing made by the pilot.

BERLIN, Sunday. 


HE clerk of the weather dealt a blow 

at Herr Hitler to-day. Rain and a 

bitterly cold wind marred the harvest 

Festival which all Germany had been 
ordered to celebrate. 

At Bueckeberg Hill, Central Germany, 
as Herr Hitler and his els gn 
Minister, Dr. Goebbels, addressed ,000 
peasants, to whom it was hoped to give 
real encouragement for the coming winter. 

Much of Herr Hitler’s speech was 
devoted to a bitter attack on those peasants 
who have resented official price-fixing for 
their products. He began with a reference 
to the troubles of the peasants and con- 
tinued: : ” 


A MENACING WORLD 


“Nearly four years have passed since 
our victory, and I am not telling any 
secrets, especially to you, when I say that 
these four years have been just as rich in 
difficulties and anxieties as in success and 
beauty.” ! 

Germany lay in the midst of a menacing 
and threatening world, he continued. Who 
could fail to be made anxious by the signs 
of the present times about the present and 
the future of the German people? 

“Everyone feels that the world may be 
moving towards a tragic fate. Germany 
cannot withdraw from this tragic world. 
We are in it whether we like it or not. 
We may become the victim of it. If 
Euro sank into Bolshevism to-day 
nobody would help us. We are thrown on 
to our resources. ' 

“If ever in Germany the harvest 
ae by even 20 per cent. it would 
spell catastrophe for our nation. It would 
mean unimaginable consequences for our 
food supply. Whatever man can do to 
avert wach a catastrophe we, in Germany, 
are doing it.” 


“NOBODY CAN BREAK US” 


Herr Hitler said that they united in 
thanking the Lord for having blessed their 
work in the last year. Around them in 
the world was much that was strange to 
German eyes— “ civil wars, strikes, lock- 
outs, a Babelish confusion of tongues 
seemed to have come over the world. What- 
ever happened, Germany's inner order 
must never be disturbed. Nobody could 
free themselves from the duty to preserve 
this order. 

“ You, as a peasant, cannot say: ‘I go 
on strike. I will not deliver any more 
milk.’ You cannot say: ‘ What do the 
towns-people matter to me?’ Neither can 
the workman say: ‘ What do I care about 
other sections of the people.’ We are not 
economically independent. 

‘“ Especially at the present time it seems 
to be necessary to appeal to nations to 
move still closer together even than in 
the past, to get together with one another. 
Our strength will inerease in proportion 
as we stand shoulder to shoulder. e are 
one people and nobody can break us.”'. 


“LOOK AT SPAIN” 


People, declared the Fuehrer, could not 
be allowed to determine for themselves 
either their wages or the prices for their 
products. 

“I will preserve with ruthless de- 
termination the higher interests of 
the nation against the madness and 
‘the egotism of the individual.” 

Let them look at Spain and other 
countries and ask themselves whether it 
were not better to preserve a stable ratio 
between wages and prices than just to let 
them develop as they pleased, and at the 
end to try to re-establish the old condi- 
tions by devaluation. 

Herr Hitler said that he believed the 

German people were sufficiently well dis- 
ciplined and educated to realise that they 
must be ruled by common-sense. There- 
fore, they must realise that they could 
only exist if they had social peace—that 
is, that every person acted, not just how 
he liked, but in accordance with the 
common interest. 
_ Secondly, they must keep their wage 
and price policy stable. “We do not 
know what is happening around us, but 
over Germany we shall hold the shield of 
our army and our weapons, backed by 
our common-sense and our courage.’’

sermany would remain firm, while 
other people could, if they chose, increase 
wages and prices every fortnight, and 
then devaluate. 


FOUR-YEAR PLAN 


Referring to his Four-Year Plan, which 
was announced at Nuremberg, Herr 
Hitler said: “ Such a programme could 
only be carried through by a people like 
the Germans, who can be directed, and 
who will concentrate their energy towards 
some goal. 

“While you peasants are cultivating 
the fields, and while you are continuing 
this work next spring, you may be sure 
that already hundreds of thousands of 
German people are working in other parts 
of the Reich at the completion: of this 
programme. 

‘‘Innumerable gigantic raw material 
factories will by next year supply us in 
Germany with what we are lacking. I 
believe that after one year we will rise 
up like a granite rock of order and sta- 
bility in a world which will, perhaps, be 
still more restless. If everything should 
go up in flames around us, and madness 
get the upper hand, as it.is trying to do 
in Spain, it will never succeed in Ger- 
many.” 


NEW ANTI-JEW “ DRIVE” 
A big new drive against Jews in com- 
merce has been launched al! over Germany, 
according to reports quoted by the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. According to these 
reports, large numbers of leading Jews are 
being either arrested cr threatened unless 
they consent to sell out all their businesses 
to “ Aryans.”’ 

The German Labour Front organisation 
is said to be the leading influence in this 
new campaign, which, it is alleged, has 
resulted from the Nuremberg Party Con- 
ference. : 

Over 2,000 Jewish dealers in meats, fats, 
eggs and other foodstuffs have been driven 
into forced liquidation by. new regulations 
issued during the past fortnight by the 
Reich office for the distribution of food,

SEVENTY YEARS OLD man, Richard 
Lloyd Waugh, was burned to death 
in his flat at 20 Bendack road, Dublin, 
ee yesterday morning. 
augh was an old age pensioner and 
lived a very quiet life. He was a brother 
of Mr. John Waugh, a dentist, who resides 
at 73 North Circular road, Dublin. 

The old man occupied two rooms on the 
top floor of the house, where he cooked 
his own food on an oil stove. It is 
believed that he may have taken a weak- 
ness and overturned the stove, therety 
setting the furniture alight. 


About 1.45 o'clock yesterday morning 


William Hutchinson, a son of the occupier 
of the house, who slept on the same land- 
ing as the dead man, was awakened b 
smoke. He hurriedly arose, and proceed- 
ing to the landing discovered that smoke 
was coming from Waugh’s bedroom. 


WALL OF FLAME 


He tried to break open the door, and 
after some time succeeded. As he 
endeavoured to enter the room, however, 
he was met by a wall of flames, which were 
consuming the contents of the room. 
Finding that he could not by him- 
self rescue the unfortunate man in- 
side, he shouted for help, and his 
brother, Louis, came to his assistance. 
They could not pierce the barrier of flames 
and smoke, being driven back several 
times. Then William rushed out to the 
street to alarm the Fire Brigade. Fortu- 
nately, as he reached the street, he was 
able to stop a passing motorist, who drove 
him to the station. The Brigade was on 
the spot in a few minutes, and began the 
work of putting out the fire. 


BODY FOUND 


It was almost half an hour after the fire 
first had been discovered before the body 
of the old man, terribly burned and almost 
unrecognisable, was taken by the firemen 
from the room. The body later was taken 
to the Meath Hospital. 

Louis Hutchinson yesterday told an 
Trish Times reporter of how he tried to 
save the life of the old man. When his 
brother had gone to acquaint the Fire 
Brigade he tried to drown the flames with 
water. 

“ It was like a furnace,’’ he said, “ and 
I could make only the slightest impression 
on the flames. All the lemitnts seemed 
to be ablaze, and were it not for the 
efforts of the Fire Brigade the whole house 
would have been lost.” 

Asked about the habits of Mr. Waugh, 
Mr. Hutchinson said that he was a very 
quiet, religious old man, who never told 
them anything about himself or his affairs. 
He had been living in the house for ten 
years.

HE insurgents are closing in on 

' Madrid, and the advance from the 
mountains north-west of the capital has 
already begun. 

At Toledo, fifty miles south-east . of 
Madrid, a huge army has been concen- 
trated, and is now ready to move forward 
to the attack. 

Simultaneously with the advance 
General Franco has moved his main head- 
quarters to Salamanca, which lies one 
hundred miles north-west of Madrid, and 
considerably closer than Burgos. It also 
has the advantage of being only sixty 
miles from the Portuguese frontier. 

General Mola is ‘commanding the 
advance from the north-west, and General 
Franco himself has promised to direct the 
attack from the south-east (Toledo-Tala- 
vera sector). 

The latest insurgent success reported 
from the north-west (Avila) front is the . 
capture of the village of Piedralbes, hatf- 
way between Avila and Talavera, and 
some fifty miles due west of Madrid. 
This indicates that the armies of Generals 
Franco and Mola are joining up. 


MADRID’S CLAIMS 


On the Guadalajara-Saragossa front, 
north-east of Madrid, an inconclusive 
struggle is continuing round Sigeunza, a 
singularly important town, in view of the 
sicge of Madrid. The Government yester- 
day claimed to have beaten back the in- 
surgents in this sector. 

In other parts of Spain only slight 
activity is reported. Apparently attention 
is being concentrated on the Madrid 
attack. | 

Both in Huesca (North-Eastern Spain) 
and at Oviedo (Galicia) the Government 
claim to be continuing their bombardments 
and making progress. 

A Government Committee which went to 
examine Madrid’s water supply at Lozoya 
has reported that conditions there are 
satisfactory. 

The Spanish Minister of Finance to-day 
issued a decree forbidding the export of 
gold and silver from the country, and 
ordering all Spaniards to hand over their 
gold ingots and foreign shares to the Bank 
of Spain within a week. 


BESIEGED IN TOLEDO

"ó MADRID, Sunday. 


The military situation to-day is claimed 
to be favourable to the Government which 
reports that its troops are advancing on 
several fronts and that several insurgent 
‘planes have been brought down. — 

Oviedo has been subjected to the usual 
daily bombardment by Government 
artillery and an enemy column destroyed 
on the northern front with the capture of 
arms, munitions and prisoners, it 1s stated 
here. 

In Toledo, the party of Government 
militia trapped by the insurgents appear 
to be still holding out, although no direct 


confirmation of this can be obtained. 

A Government Committee which. 
recently visited Lozoya to inspect Madrid’s 
chief source of water supply has repor 
that conditions there are satisfactory and 
that there is no danger of a shortage in 
the capital if the populace does not waste 
water in cleaning cars, watering lawns, 
etc. 

An interesting feature of the protest 
made at Geneva yesterday against the 
Spanish arms embargo was, according to 
to-day’s newspaper reports, that all Italian 
pilots working for the insurgents were six 
months ago war-pilots in Abyssinia. 


INSURGENTS’ TRIBUTE

The Government, it was stated, has had 
men and supplies sent to help in the de- 
fence of the capital by provincial 
Governors. 


ANOTHER MADRID PLOT.

When preaching in the Chapel of Trimty 
College yesterday morning. the Rev. R. G. 
K. Jenkins made the following reference to 
the late Mr. William Kennedy, 8.F..T.C.D..: 

“Some days ago there passed away from 
our midst one who for thirty-six years had 
faithfully served God in this college. William 
Kennedy, Senior Fellow, who was laid tv 
rest last Thursday, was a figure well-known, 
much respected and greatly liked. There 
must be many who, as they heard the great 
bell tolling for his death, reflected that it 


most lovable of her sons. 

“Mr. Kennedy was elected to a Fellow- 
ship in 1900, and for many years lectured and 
examined in classics, philosophy and Hebrew. 
As a student I attended his lectures ‘n 
Syriac and Aramaic, and well do I remember 
; impressed not only by his 
retentive memory, but also by his accuracy 
and thoroughness. His. lectures were an in- 
direct rebuke to slipshod and careless work. 
So far as questions of Old Testament criticism 
were concerned, his attitude was, on the 
whole, conservative; at the same time ne 
was much interested in emendations of the 
text. He always examined in Isaiah in the 
examination for Moderatorship in Orienta! 
languages, and had a great admiration ‘or 
those works of Sir George Adam Smith which 
deal with Isaiah and with the minor prophets. 

“He was a man of wide interests an: 
richly stored mind. Frequeutiy he would il- 
lustrate some point in conversation or in a 
Jecture by a humourous anecdote or allusion 
to Plato or quotation from English poetry. 
His love for poetry and Plato were great 
features of the man. He regularly attended 
the Ardilaun lectures on history and the 
Hermione lectures on art. At one period of 
his life cycling tours were a source of great 
pleasure to him. Within :ecent years he 


joyed. 

“The most noticeable characteristics of 
Mr. Kennedy were his courtesy and kind- 
ness. All those who have had dealings with 
him as colleagues or pupils bear testimony 
to this. He was ever ready to do people a 
service ii it lay in his power. Thus it was 
that he was a great supporter of the College 
Classical Society in its early days. Similarly. 
he lent his aid to what we tr: to do in the 
way of social service by acting as a director 
Of the Social Service Tenements Company. 

“Underneath his gentle exterior lay much 
dignity and strength. The man who en- 
deavoured to presume upon Kennedy’s 
was soon quietly taught his 
mistake. Yet he found it difficult to believe 
ill of anyone, and was, perhaps, a little apt 
to err on the side of mercy. Nevertheless, 
I am sure, many a man was influenced Iv 
the thought that he would not like to fail 
in Kennedy 's estimation. Thus he was a 
quiet force making for righteousness. 

“Nowhere, perhaps, was the strength of 
his character more revealed than during the 
past two years. He was tlicn suffering actite 
and constant pain. ‘ Yet he bore it without 
complaint, and showed no trace of im- 
patience or irritability 

“Tt was not possible to come inte touch 
with him without learning that he was a 
man of deep faith in God. Not only did he 
render faithful service to his Church, but 
those qualities which tx displayed here and

In a leading article on the Labour Part 
Conference which opens in Edinburgh 
to-day, The Times

significance of the forthcoming debate and

Three 
years ago the Conference acted as though 
it believed that the only wars to be feared 
would be “ Capitalist,” and that Labour 
should organise internationally to make 
them impossible. A year later the theory 
of a special call).on Labour to pro- 
hibit war was abandoned, but. still 
the opinion held that this country could 
only be involved in war threugh the 
bungling of a “ capitalist ’’ Government, 
except, perhaps, when the nations ef the 
League marched together in splend6ur to 
arrest an aggressor. at 
During the last twelve months there has 
been a change in Labour’s outlook on 
affairs, and this has brought about a 
change of view on rearmament. Labour's 
own interest. in European events, its 
desire—-amounting almost to ai passion—to 
to causes it has espoused, and 
the realisation that active imterest in 
foreign affairs, even the active pursuit of 
peace, is beset with perils—these develop- 
ments have convinced the leaders of the 
party that now is not the time to continue 
to call for disarmament, but rather a time 
when democracy and freedom must be 
provided with a stronger defence. . 
Hitherto Labour's criticism of rearma- 
ment in Parliaments, adds The Times, has 
been carping and incensistent with its 
desire for a firm lead in restraint of aggres- 
sion. The party has been closely bound 
by pronouncements of the conference on 
disarmament, and as it still has in its 
ranks a body of pacifists the change of 
policy may cause, seme internal strain. 
Nevertheless, the Executive Committee 
has unanimously approved a declaration 
which, if adopted by the Conference, will 
give the Committee and the Parliamentary 
Party freedom to support the strengthen- 
ing of the country’s armed forces. Tha 
declaration bears evident signs of the :ar> 
ful composition which made unanim‘ty 
possible, and, therefore, the speeches which 
interpret its meaning will have added im- 
portance... Li. the declaration is to mean 
anything at all it must carry with it the 
party's acquiescence im the increase of the 
material and the men required for rational 
defence. Consequently, it must preclude a 
continuance of the opposition to the re- 
cruiting campaign for the Army. But 
the leaders of Labour must themselves say 
what they mean.

Sre,— Your leading article of the Wth Sep- 
tember, ‘‘A Pageant of Error,’ requires a 
slight reprimand. You make the statement 
that “it is useless to labour the obvious. 
The truth is that Communism has no roots 
in England or Ireland or in any other land 
of Christian traditions.” With this statement 
I cannot agree. Take first. as an example 
Russia, from where it sprang into very 
active movement, and .Spain, where it is 
now fighting for further existence.

We are living under a philosophy of emanct- 
pation, and the old order changes and alters 
more and more every day. It began with 
the Reformation, which shook the power of 
religion at. the time Next, an attack was 
made on the monarchical idea, and kings 
were deprived of most of their power. Theo 
the aristocracy were struck down; then the 
middle class were shorn of their political pre- 
ponderance, and are trembling for their 

kets. The authority of the head of the 
ouse is not what it once was. The cause of 
these gestures of a later day lies in the 
extension of the franchise to all and sundry. 
without any stake in their country, which 
causes those in responsibility to have no 
more authority than their dependents. It is 
only a question of time till they disappear, 
and with them all and everything that made 
tor civilisation.

From Our FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Last week's Stock Exchange record illus- 
ignoring immediate 
fluctuations iu security values due to tem- 
porary causes, When the gilt-edged group 
developed considerable weakness as a first 
reaction to.the currency adjustments the im- 
pression was created that the market might 
break badly, and there was much talk of the 
serious effect of French selling when or 
before the Paris Bourse re-opened. Fears on 
this score were not unreasonable, for during 
last year or two very large amounts of 
sterling securities had been bought on foreign 
account, partly with a view to an exchange 
profit when currency devaluation was an- 
nounced, and it was only to be expected that 
that some of the securities would be sold in 
order to realise the profit. So far the fear 
of heavy selling has not been justified, and 
before the end of the week much of the early 
íall in British Government Stocks had been 
made good, 


SPECULATION IN THE FUNDS. 


It would seem that the initial weakness 
was due less to sales by foreigners than to 
the opening. of bear positions, induced by 
the possibility of a lower range of prices in 
the future. Thus the previous process of 
buying stock when there was much talk of 
the stimulating effect of a big financial 
uperatiol on behalf of the Government was 
reversed. To a considerable extent, there- 
icre, gilt-edged securities of late have been 
largely influenced by purely’ speculative 
operations. ‘Lhis, perhaps, is to be regretted 
Apart from the possibility, which still 
exists, of heavy selling on foreign account, 
there is no reason whv investment stocks 
should be adversely affected by the currency 
developments; indeed, there 1s some reason 
t» believe that one efiect will be to accen- 
tuate the cheapness of money, thua pro 
viding a reason for a fresh appreciation. 


PRIMARY PRODUCING

In several cases security values are being 
affected by the recent trend of comiudity 
prices.

It is the Government’s duty not to 
let this unique opportunity pass and to save 
France from the economic isolation which is 
leading to a grave reduction in commerce, 
and which might have the most important 
consequences even on our foreign policy.” 


Steady Movement in the Franc 


Business on the London Foreign Exchange 
Market was of a more normal nature on 
Saturday. When dealings in the French franc 
were resumed on Frigay the various controls 
had to take a hand to steady the rate. On 
Saturday no such operations were necessary, 
the range of movement being limited to 8 of 
a franc. Opening in quiet trading at 
105+ the rate during the short session 
touched 105% and 105}. to the £ and finished 
at 105% compared with 105% on Friday.

Paris Settlement To-day 


A Paris telegram, dated Saturday, says :—

is closed to-day. The brokers are preparing 
the monthly settlement, “which is to take 
place on Monday. It was previously fixed 
for to-day, but owing to the collection of 
the 50 per cent. tax on all net profits result- 
ing from the settlement, it was postponed 
until Monday. In financial circles in Paris 
it is anticipated that the markets will re- 
main erratic for the next few days. Inter- 
national speculation and the attitude of inter- 
nal and externa! holders of French curren- 
cies will determine the general movements.

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IMPORTS OF BUTTER 


From Our, CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The volume of business transacted in the 
provision trade in this centre during the past 
wrek has been fairly well up to the average, 
and taken all round values of most com- 
modities are well maintained. Increased 
shipments of bacon and eggs were reported 
fi ax Denmark and Sweden to Northern ports 
last week-end, but there was a falling-off in 
quantity of butter. The Danish official quota- 
tion for butter has this week been wired ten 
kroner higher. and “top” now stands at. 
220 kroner per 100 kilos; at the corresponding 
period of last vear the figure was 230 kroner, 
and in 1934 180 kroner. Continental makes 
closed firm, and [Irish creameries 
Colonials steady. Shipments of Australian 
and New Zealand butter on passage to this 
country are now above last year’s level, and 
stocks in cold store are also larger. The 
combined output in New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia is slightly higher than at the same time 
a year ago.

PENANG AIRPORTS 


PROGRESS OF WORK 
asanigÁ[hésoincáie 


Details of the progres which has been 
made in constructional and other work on the 
civil aerodrome et Singapore and Penang 
is contained in the annual report of the 
Public Works Department. Steady progress 
has been maintained at Singapore with drain- 
age and land reclamation, and in the con- 
struction of a wall protecting the water: 
front of the aerodrome. Contracts were also 
placed for the paving of the areas surround- 
ing the hangars and terminal buildings. De- 
signs were prepared, and contracts placed, 
for two hangars each 300 feet by 1 feet. 
Tenders were invited for the ólálascaá slip- 
way and the wharf, while the dredging of 
the seaplane channel was also put in hand. 

In the lay-out of the terminal buildings 
the main feature is a central hall, resembling 
that of a railway station, Opening on to 
this are the post office, offices of the operat- 
ing companies, etc, On either side is ac- 
commodation for outgoing and incoming air 
traffic, comprising offices for passports, Cus- 
toms and medical services, refreshment and 
waiting rooms, 

The main hall rises thro.gh two stories, 
and is lit by a clerestory above the second 
storey. The upper floor provides office accom- 
modation for the aerodrome staff. ‘Ihe 
contro!-tower is located centrally at a higher 
level. ‘The building is on pile foundations. 

On the civil aerodrome at Penang two run- 
ways have been constructed 950 yards long 


wide. The runways consist of well-roiled and 
cambered earthwork, the centre 60 yards of 
the north-east-south-west runway being pro- 
vided with a metalled surface of asphalt 


| macadam 3 inches thick on a foundation of 7 


inch blocks. Carpet grass has been plantei 
on the non-asphalted portions of the runway. 
Over 30,000 cubic yards of stone had to be 
quarried, transported; and consolidated to 
form the metalled runway alone, apart from 
the earthwork. Owing to the low-lying nat»re 
of the surrounding ground a powerful centri- 
fugal | mó has been installed to remove 
water Írom the aerodrome surface. 


IMPROVING WEATHER- 
REPORTING SYSTEM 


All African territories, except extreme 
West Africa, were represented at a con- 
ference of the Regional Commission for 
Africa, of the International: Meteorological 
Organisation which has just ended its 
sittings at Lusaka. Mr. W. Walter, director 
of the British East African Meteorological 
Services, presided gver the conference, which 
was attended hy efperts representing Imperial 
Airways. 

The conference reached complete agree- 
ment on all matters relating to technical 
methods to be employed, especially in regard 
to aviation. The matters discussed included 
times of observation, codes for wireless broad- 
casts, and information to be supplied to 
pilots, research officers, etc. The conference 
will result in the aviation services operating 
in Africa obtaining meteorological infor- 
mation understandable by all nationalities, 
irrespective of language. 

The services hope, after their resolutions 
are ratified by the central committee and 
respective Governments, to bring uniformity 
into operation early next year. The com- 
mission is considered to have achieved a 
atriking success in international co-operation, 
bringing within view the issue of. a daily

POSTMASTER SENT TO 
JAIL 


From Ovur- CorRESPONDENT, 
ENNIS, Saturday. 


Before Judge McElligott at the Clare Cir- 
cuit Court William F. Lynch, Postmaster at 
O’Callaghan’s Mills, was charged with 
embezzlement and forgery, which resulted in 
a loss. of £1,200 to the Postmaster-General. 
He pleaded guilty to eleven counts out of 
twenty-four and a nolle prosequi was entered 
in the remaining thirteen counts. 

Counsel for the defence stated that the 
accused man had been appointed Postmaster 
at the age of 22 and had occupied the posi- 
‘tion for many years up to the time of his 
arrest. For years he haa lost money which 
he should not have lost, and to cover these 
losses he borrowed from money-lenders, who 
charged him huge rates of interest. After 
his arrest he had made a full confession to 
Mr. Justice, of the Post Office department. 
His wife was a National school teacher with 
three children, and they now had no means 
except her salary. If his wife was appointed 
Postmistress she would devote the whole 
air attached to the position to make good 
the losses taused by the actions of her 
husband. That offer was now under con- 
sideration by the authorities. 

The Judge said that the accused man had 
been pressed for money and had given way 
to temptation, which resulted in a great num- 
ber of poor peopie being put in a shocking 
and embarrassing position. Their money must 
now be made good by the State. There was 
some prospect, he had been told, of some re- 
compense being made by the accused man 
through his family, but owing to the cir- 
cumstances of the case he could not impose 
a sentence of less than fifteen months’ im- 
prisonment without hard labour. If arrange- 
ments for or were made there might 
be a remission of some part of the sentence,
